Bastien, Donativa pp. 24 and 30 seq. connects this exceptional issue of Claudius with the distribution of gold and 
silver to his officers and soldiers at the moment of his accession to the throne. From the Historia Augusta we learn, 
that the soldiers were promised a Donativum of 20 aurei per capiti if the troops would end the agitation arisen after the 
assassination of Gallienus and support the new emperor. The dovativa for the high-ranking officers must have been by 
far more impressive than the average 20 auret mentioned above. The famous find of 1957 in the gulf of Lava, off the 
western coast of Corsica, may give us an impression of the extent of such a donativum to a high-ranking officer. For 
the value of these medallions (i. e. the number of auret), see Bastien, Donativa 30, note 6.

Krishnadevaraya was the greatest King of the Vijayanagar Empire. He was a good general, a wrestler and a lover of 
arts and crafts. He added the large Narasimha statue, the Rangamandapa and the eastern Gopuram at the Pampapati 
temple at Vijayanagar. It is reported that he had a huge army of 573,000 infantry, 28,600 cavalry and 586 elephants. 
Among his achievements, he controlled the increasing menace of the Adil Shahi’s of Byapur, crushed his opponent 
Pratap Rudra Gajapati of Orissa and extended the boundries to Trichanpally, Madurai and Mysore. In 1516 he 
marched towards Kalinga. Prata Rudra Gajapati had to sue for peace and offer his daughter in marriage to Krishna. 
The victor left for Vijayanagar through Tirupati where he offered prayers to Lord Venkateshwara by performing 
Kanakabhisheka and had the God bathed in gold using 30,000 coins. It is probable that the above coin was struck to 
commemorate this event. — Some scholars have attributed this issue to Krishna Raja Wodeyar of Mysore but the 
palaeography and the style is certainly early enough to fit into the events happened at Tirupati in 1516 AD when a 
double denomination of Pagoda could have been struck for the first time in Indian history.

Herrli 
goes on to mention that a certain Josiah Harlan was striking counterfeit coins at the fort of Gujrat around this time 
and that the Mozang coin mentioned by Rodgers may have been the lone survivor of this activity. The present coin 
does not appear to be debased. In style, it looks more like a Multan Rupee than a Lahore one, even having a a not 
very well engraved tulip in the letter dam of faz/.

These "Nimak Rupees" have proved rather enigmatic ever since Rodgers wrote about them. He read the ‘mintname’ 
on these coins as wimak, which means salt and attributed the rupees to a mint at Pind Dadan Khan, a town at the foot 
of the Salt Range. This reading was noted with some scepticism as having the name of a commodity as a mintname 
would be most unusual. Nevertheless, Jyott Rat in ONS 143 demonstrated that the British had requested the Lahore 
Durbar to establish a mint at Pind Dadan Khan for the recoining of light-weight Afghan Rupees which were 
circulating in the area. This mint was in operation from October 1847 to late 1848 which corresponds with the dates 
found on the "Nimak" Rupees.

According to Pridmore this issue of gold Mohurs was made in 1770 with the same design as contemporary Bombay 
Rupees. It is not clear why coins continued to be struck in the name of a deceased Mughal emperor, rather than Shah 
‘Alam II, and with a fictitious regnal year. Although Pridmotre illustrates a relatively broad Rupee with well-formed 
regnal year 9, these coins when they do occasionally turn up are usually rather dumpy, and, as with the present coin, 


have a rather stylised 9.

This coin is widely believed to have been struck during Charles II’s reign at Mumbai. The Persian legends on both 


sides have not been read successfully though it has ereat resemblance with that of the Rupees of James II and 
William and Queen Mary. 


The earliest East India Company coinage be: aring Persian inscription began to circulate during the time of Charles II. 
In 1763 Martin Volkes reported that "the E nglish Merchants trading in the East Indies struck silver money in India 
for the use of their factory at Bombaim. Of these he had seen the Anglina, Pax Deo and a third sort of rupee which 
had again only the Company’s arms on the one side and Arabic ot Indian characters on the other". 

Pridmore says that, the Surat council’s comment upon the inscription ‘Charles the second, King of England’ perhaps 
indicates that while the obverse was the normal Anglina type, the reverse was inscribed in Persian with that 
inscription. The above coin has Persian inscription on both sides. 

In 1681 a pirate named Henry Bridgeman (also known as Every) attacked and captured a ship called the Ganj-e-Sawai 
carrying a cargo of 6 Lakhs of Rupees and many people returning from the Haj. His capture of the ship and abuse of 
the people aboard outraged the Indian Princes on the Western Coast. Mughal chronicler Khafi Khan recorded: "This 
loss was reported to Aurangzeb, and the newswriters of the port of Surat sent some rupees which the Enelish had 
coined at Bombay, with a Superscription containing the name of their impure King. Aurangzeb then ordered that the 
English factors who were residing at Surat for commerce should be seized. Orders were also given to Itimad Khan, 
superintendent of the Port of Surat, and Sisi Yakut Khan, to make preparations for besieging the fort of Bombay"

The Charter of King James H of 12th April 1086 gave express permission to coin money by stating: "and further we 
do for us our Heirs and Successors hereby give and grant unto the said Governour and Company their Successors 
and Assigns for ever full power License and authority to Coin in their Ports any species of money usually Coined by 
the Princes of these Countties only and so as the Moneys to be coined by the said Company or their Order be 
agreeable to the Standards of the said Princes Mints both in we ight and fineness. And that they do not make or coin 
any European Money or Coin whatsoever and that all money or c oins so to be coined as aforesaid and no otherwise 
shall be currant in any City Town port or place within the Limits of the same Charters or Letters patents". The above 
coin was minted shortly after this power was granted to the Company.

The delegation of at least three Indian Chiefs who visited London in 1825 included Nicholas Vincent Tsaouenhohi 
(1769-1844), head Chief of the Hurons at Jeune Lorette from 1811 to his death in 1844 and the Chief of the 
Chippewa,. They were introduced to the King by Major-General Sir Isaac Brock [Tecumseh] and General Carpenter. 
Jamieson (p.35) records that the King noticed the Chiefs wore the medals of George HI and promptly ordered gold 
medals with his effigy.

He championed Confederation 
especially because of his worries of American expansion. During his long career he promoted the Civil Code and the 
introduction of primary education. He died in London of Bright’s Disease, a disease of the kidney, in 1873. The 
revetse legend is from a song written by Cartier and first sung in 1834 at patriotic banquet of the Saint-Jean-Baptiste 
Society, Montreal.

De Toiras distinguished himself during the defence of the He de Ré against the Duke of Buckingham in 1627, and he 
was made Maréchal de France in 1630 following the siege of Casale. In 1633 he fell out with Richelieu and at the 
time this medal was made he was living in exile in Savoy, where he was promoted to Lieutenant General of Savoy. 
He was killed in action shortly afterwards. Of the 12 institutional specimens listed by Jones only the British Museum 
and the Biblioteque National, Paris, have specimens in silver. More recently another specimen was offered in 
Baldwin’s London Auction 31 (14-15 October, 2002). Of the portrait Hill writes [Guide, 1924] that it "is one of 
Dupre’s most successful, perhaps because it 1s on a comparitively small scale”.

Rev. The Apotheosis of the General, the wolf of Rome and lion of Venice 
draw a celestial chariot above a land and sea-scape. 72mm. Voltolina 1084, [this specimen].

Antonio Ottoboni (1646-1720), a nephew of Alexander VIII, was appointed Captain General of the army of the Papal 
States (Generale di Santa Chiesa) in 1689 and Voltolina and Serenissma both date the medal to that year. However the 
reverse desien (and the fact that the medallist would have only been about 15 years old) confirm the date of 1720. He was 
‘Cavagliere et Procuratore di San Marco’, a man of music, letters and a poet, married to Maria Moretti. Their son Pietro 
(1667-1740) became a Cardinal. 
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
